I have just returned from 
a trip to V. cit Germany, 
Switzerland and Northern 
France.

Then he 
cam e to our car ie said "I 
speak English ‘ ' ay I help 
you . " V. c told I ii in where we 
wished to go and lie said, 
"Follow im- for about 20 
miles, then I w ill stop as I 
turn off and show ; ou the 
way, " which he did.

As the first 3aders who 
cam e to Castroville started 
from here, we were very in ­ 
terested hi all liistory of Stras­ 
bourg, a city I had never ex ­ 
pected to visit. 
I took about 50 of the Hon­ 
do post cards with me and 
you cannot im agine the re­ 
actions I got. Those who just 
saw the word TEXAS but 
could not read the sign began 
to shoot from die hip with 
m ake-believe guns.

brought a map of the U. S. to 
me and ask,,mc to show where 
Hondo was. 
Others asked, 
"Does everyone ride Hondo 
motorcycles*’" So, our city 
is innocently capitalizing on 
a trade nam e.

Government pays for two- 
thirds of the health bill of 
people 65 and over In this 
country, com pared to one- 
fifth for people 19 to 65, and 
one-fourth for those under 19, 
according to Roy L, Swift, 
social security district m ana­ 
ger in San Antonio, 


"According to a study of 
people's m edical and hospital 
expenses in die United States 
in fiscal 1971, " Swift said, 
"the health care costs for 
people 65 and over totaled 
$18.7 billion. Government 
funds paid $12,7 billion, or 
68 percent. 
More than half 
of th a t--$7.5 billion--w as 
paid for by M edicare. " 


Toe bill for young people 
under 19 was $11 b illio n --of 
which 27 percent, or $3 b il­ 
lion, was paid for by M edi­ 
caid and other government 
programs. 
For people 19 to 
65, die bill was $39,7 bil­ 
lion--o f which 22 percent, or 
$8.7 billion, was paid for by 
governm ent funds, the study 
shows.

In an effort to combat a 
spreading Infestation of screw 
worms in Texas, the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has order­ 
ed the Mission. Texas facili­ 
ty to increase production of 
sterile screw worm flies to its 
maximum capacity of 190 
million per week, Senator 
Lloyd Bentsen said today. 
The plant is producting at 
160 million flies per week, 
and will immediately in­ 
crease production to the maxi­ 
mum. 
Sterile flies are released 
in areas where cases are re­ 
ported. 
"The USDA has assured 
me that the Mission plant will 
produce at its maximum the 
balance of the summer, " the 
Senator stated. 
"Unfortunate­ 
ly, this may not provide suf­ 
ficient sterile flies to control 


the spreading infestation, and 
we must make plans to bring 
screw worms back under con­ 
trol. Emergency measures 
may be necessary. "
